He tilled many offices of 
trust iu his locality, and was Rep¬ 
resentative in the Lower House of 
the Kentucky Legislature in '$6 
and ’8fl from Montgomery, Wolfe, 
Powell aud Menefee district. He 
was a gallant soldier in Gen¬ 
eral Morgan’s command of the 
Confederate army, aud at the time 
of his death was a most loyal aud 
devoted member of the Tandy j 
Pryor Camp of Confederate Veter- 
ausof Covington, Ky., having been 
the recipient of a Confederate! 
Cross of Houor voted him by this ! 
organization shortly before bis life 
was ended by the last call to au* j 
swer for his deeds. If ever one*

There I* no qiiitstlun nf Lrentr-r lm 
port a non before the people of Ken 
tueky at present than the question of 
isxstlnn Those who have Interested 
ihemaelve* In studying the growth ot 
the state’s Industries during the past 
year and watched th* attempts to de 
velop Its resources hsve been deeply 
Impressed with the fact that our tax 
laws form a most serious obstacle to 
success* So deep-seated Is this con¬ 
viction In tbs minds of hundreds of 
thoughtful men that the time appears 
to be drawing near when the people of 
Kentucky will at last make up their 
minds that nothing la more worthy of 
their serious attention than this 1st 
question As s rule, they concern 
themselves with It only when the as¬ 
sessor makes his annual call, or when 
thev walk up to tha tax collector's of¬ 
fice to settle Theta they are fully er 
Bonded that the whole tag system |* 
wrong, hut as sooqf as the tax has been 
paid and Ihe smart of It has been (or 
pollen, Ihe whole question Is apt to Its 
l-ns-ej up again, without another 
thought, until another assessment and 
paying time rolls around. 

It is Important to Kentucky that the 
people of the state should realize that 
taxation bears In a most vital way 
upon the prosperity of the state, and 
In order that taxation may be wisely 
adjusted. It Is necessary for Ihe Intelll 
r*nt people of the state to turn them 
selves to a careful study of the whole 
question and persist In it until the tax

It spent many months In carefully con 
sldoring the tax situation II held 
healings In various parts nf the slate, 
at which hearings then* appeared lie- 
furn the committee, by Its Invitation, 
representative farmer* and business

not then think the time ripe to recom¬ 
mend a departure 

The net resuli of the committee's 
report win an sttemm by the legisla¬ 
ture to tighten up the leaks In the old 
system and to make one further des¬ 
perate but futile effort to get satlsfat 
tory results out of the old plan of the 
uniform general property tax Of 
course this attempt has not succeeded. 
It probably never will succeed, and in 
other states public men have ceased 
to expect that such a plan can. by any 
probability, succeed From the rapid 
progress made In the last 10 years In 
the study of public finances, those who 
best understand the question have 
reached the conclusion that the uni 
form general propeity tax U unsound, 
unjust, and can not lie made produc
